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“SHOTGUNS ON SUNDAY” 
TELLS AUTHENTIC STORY 
OF McKINNEY AND OLD WEST

PORTERVILLE, Dec. 4 — "Shotguns. On Sunday", by Joseph E. 
Doctor, a graduate of Porterville college and at present a:member of 
the staff of the Visalia Times Delta, went on sale this week to record 
in print not only the exciting and authentic story of Porterville's infa- 
mous outlaw, Jim McKinney, but to also present a vivid picture of a 
segment of the old west as it existed in the San Joaquin valley, parti- 
cularly in Porterville and Bakersfield. 

Although McKinney is the cen- 
tral figure, Doctor puts on record 
a. historically solid picture of|} 
conditions that made it possible 
for a man like McKinney to exist | 
in the hectic days of the ’80s, ’90s 
and early 1900s, tying McKinney 
in with other lawless men of his 
time and describing the conditions 
in which they lived. 

The author does not glorify Mc- 
Kinney — far from it. Rather, in 
his call-a-spade-a-spade type of 
writing, Doctor classes McKinney 
as a “hired gun hand, a pimp, a 

) 


gambler, a boozer who could not 
hold his liquor and, finally, a mer- 
ciless killer who had no remorse.” 

From the above. statement, 
which, we might add, is one of the 
milder bits of descriptive passage, 
it is evident that “Shotguns On 
Sunday” is for adults only, which 
does not include squeemish adults.

should not be written, that they 
should be forgotten, ignored, if 
you will, as if they had never ex- 
isted. 

With this approach we person- 
ally’ disagree, for the saloons, the 
houses of prostitution, the rough 
living, the killings, the drunken- 
ness and the gambling were just as 
much a part of the old West as 
were the hardships of the honest 
people, the struggles to operate 
legitimate businesses, the building 
of homes and churches in a rough 
country, and the eventual creation 
of prosperous and decent commun- 
ities. 

“Shotguns On Sunday’ is con- 
cerned with the roughest of the 
rough side, and there is no néed to 
deny that this side existed in Por- 
terville, in Bakersfield and in Vi- 
salia during the days of Jim Mc- 
Kinney, who was “the last of the 
Old West’s outlaw tradition.” | 

There is just a touch of repiti- 
tion in Doctor’s writing as he 
builds the McKinney story, but in 
total that story is exciting and 
colorful; it must be considered as 
a great contribution to the library 
of western history, yet 
like a book of fiction.

State Considers 
Other Sites 


For Prison Camp 


FRESNO, Dec. 4 — The state of 
California is looking for a site for 
its proposed permanent minimum 
security installation other than 
the site mentioned near Spring- 
ville, it was stated yesterday by 
Cecil Metcalf, regional forester, 
state division of forestry. 

In answer to the question of 
whether or not the Springville 
area is still under consideration in 
view of expressed opposition to 
such a project, Metcalf said that 
state officials want people of the 
community to concur before a 
prison installation goes in. 

He said further that “a great 
majority’ of the residents should 
favor such a project before the 
state will usually move. 

Concerning the time element, 
Metcalf said that March 1 is the 
deadline for inclusion of the proj- 
ect in the next state budget. This 
apparently means that a decision 
on where the installation will go 
will be made prior to that time. 
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COUNCILMEN SHOULD SET POLICY 


On October 7, members of the Porterville sit council accepted 
an audit report and authorized payment to the auditors of $4,000 for 
services rendered. 

With this, we have no quarrel. 

But, as yet, members of the city council have taken no official 
‘action concerning the audit. Some department heads have made 
changes suggested in the audit, doing as they think best; the city man- 


in procedure, and is looking into other matters related to the audit. 

No policy, however, has been established by the city council as to 
whether or not the audit will be ignored, checked, followed, investigat- 
ed further. Or, if something is to be done, what, when and by. whom? 

Under these circumstances, anything that any city etnployee is 
doing concerning audit suggestions may prove to be wasted time. 

For there is no mandatory action resulting from the city audit. 
The auditors have expressed opinions, they have made suggestions, 
they have produced a $4,000 document. 

Now, a decision should be made as to what to do about the audit. 
And that decision should not be made by a department head, nor by 
the city manager, nor by the mayor, nor by any individual councilman. 

It now becomes the job of five city councilmen, elected by the 
people of the city, to decide, by public action at the council table, 
"as to policy regarding the city audit. After that, it becomes the job 
of city employees to expedite detailed matters in accordance with city 
council policy. 

Failure to establish policy concerning the city audit is an indica- 
tion of administrative weakness that opens the door to aimless drifting, 
uncertainty, and wasted time by department heads.

Occasionally, your legislators get 
involved in the middle of a tick- 
lish situation in’ which the facts 
about a legislative proposal may 
be almost’ completely obscured in 
a flood of pro and con arguments. 
Such a situation frequently has 
economic implications as well as 
legal, and competitive pulling and 
hauling between business elements 
may be a factor. 


Recently the subcommittee on 
marketing of the Assembly interim 
Judiciary committee held a two 
day hearing which was a good ex- 
ample of what is meant. Gasoline 
price wars, which have been 
springing up all over the State, 
were charged to major oil com- 
panies by spokesmen for organized 
service station operators. 


It Was asserted that not one ma- 
jor oil company in California has 
met competition in good faith. All 
| such companies sell to independ- 
pent retailers — ‘“‘rebrand stations” 
— at prices less than those charg- 
ed their regular dealers, who are 
thus forced to drop their prices 
below the cost of doing business. 


It was alleged that these price 
wars have cost some dealers their 
life savings. The subcommittee 
was also told that the situation 
would get worse unless remedial 
legislation is enacted soon. 


It was also claimed that the oil 
companies have developed an: elab- 
Orate system of rebates and special 
prices intended to ‘‘cushion’”’ regu- 
lar dealers against losses because 
of cut rate competition. Instead, 
however, this system actually 
makes matters far worse, because 

Lander it the companies are free to 
discriminate between dealers, it 
was declared. 


California has had an anti-trust 
law on its statute books for more 
than half a century, and an “uh- 
fair trade practices act’’ for many 
years, but new law is needed to 
deal firmly with the problem, the 
dealers maintained. The unfair 
trade law flatly prohibits any re- 
bates not extended,‘‘to all pur- 
chasers purchasing (goods) upon 
like terms and conditions.” 


Dealers recommended that this 
law be amended in three respects, 
First, to establish geographical 
price areas, and require all oil 
companies to sell the same quality 
gasoline to all dealers for the same 
wholesale price. Second, to pro-

which would fix the retail price of 
gasoline. Third, to provide that 
any dealer accepting a rebate be 
as guilty of breaking the law as 
the company offering it. 

Other suggestions advanced in- 
clude one that a state petroleum 
trade commission be set up, an- 
other that the state be authorized 
to grade gasoline for quality. 

Most of the major oil companies 
reserved their rebuttal, except for 
voicing their opposition to the va- 
rious proposals for more rigid pro- 
visions in the unfair practices law. 
One spokesman said his company 
is opposed to price wars because 
they cost it money. 

An important third party to the 
situation, the ultimate consumer, 
was brought into the discussion 
only when one committee member 
commented that he did not think 
the consumer suffered because of 
price wars, since the motorist in 
one area gets his fuel cheaper, 
while the one in another area does 
not have to pay more. 

It is obvious that the hearing 
did not settle the price war issue. 
The subcommittee will probably 
have to take its time to investigate 
the various charges made by the 
dealers.

Research on Jim McKinney cov- 
ered a period of several years, dur- 
ing which Doctor checked many 
old newspaper files and court rec- 
ords, interviewed many ‘old tim- 
ers’ and travelled many hundreds 
of miles to put together an 
authentic, historical record of a 
man and a fading era. 


Doctor recounts many of McKin- 
ney’s escapades leading up to the 
final, hectic period of his life that 
started when he killed Billy Lynn 
in Porterville, shot up the town, 
was wounded by John Willis, city 
marshal, left a terrified Porter- 
ville behind as he drove to the 
Lemon Cove area, then circled 
back to hide out on Rocky Hill for 
a time. 

And the story follows McKinney 
as he crossed the mountains into 
Arizona and Mexico, tells of his 
sensational escape back across the 
desert after he had dry gulched 
two men in Arizona. of how he 
was eventually cornered in a Bak- 
ersfield joss house and killed in 
the West’s last old-style gunfight, 
then finally laid to rest in the 
Home of Peace cemetery in Por- 
terville, with the Rev. J. A. Mil- 
ligan officiating at the funeral. 


As for the author of the book, 
Joe Doctor was raised in Lindsay, 
he graduated from the University 
of Kansas after two years at Por- 
terville college, he edited the Exe- 
ter‘Sun for a number of years, he 
presently edits the Tulare County 
Farm Bureau Newsletter and is 
writing a historical Centennial 
edition of the Visalia Times Delta 
that will be published next year. 

He is treasurer of the city of 
Exeter and is a past president of 


the founder of Porterville. 

Death alo came to W. M. Spell- 
man, 72, while hunting on the 
vill ranch east of Exeter; he came 
to Porterville in 1913.
